The Department of Justice today announced that 14,73$ 
alien eneniee have been apprehended by 3peoial Agent* of the TBI 
since Pearl Barb or. 

J* Edgar Hoover, Director of the federal Bureau of mveeti- 
gatton, said that many of those arretted were vigorous advocates of 
Axis ideologies and were extremely dangerous to the nation as 
potential spies and saboteurs, 

"Some who have been taken into custody frankly admitted * 
they would welcome an opportunity to fight against the United States," 
Director Eoovor said. "It was necessary that the TBI know the 
identity of such persons so that the proper steps could be taken to 
prevent them from committing acts detrimental to the security of the 
United States*" 

Among tho$e apprehended were 3,977 Germane, 3,303 Japanese, 
3,503 Italians, U Rumanians, 11 Bungarians and one Bulgarian. In 
the group were 1,810 Italian seamen and 175 German seamen.

:n suddenness on December 7, 1941, tha/jTBI began investigating 
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persone euepected of pro-Axis eympatht*$, and, when the conflict 
actually began, the 2,599 Special Agents were able to take into cuetody 
tinned lately hundreds of the most dangerous persons in the United States, 
2y nightfall of December B, 1941, a total of 1,771 *ne*y aliens had 
been arreeted,and the TBI's work in this field of internal security 
has continued without a letup in vigilance* 

A Gernan alien in an *%9tern city adaitted under queetioning 
by the WX that he wanted to ses Germany win the war and that he 
would have no hesitancy in fighting againet the United States* Thie 
alien, who first cans to Anerica in 193$ and who went back to Germany < 
for eeveral months in 1930-39, also admitted being an enthusiastio 
former ntnuber of the Ge man -American Bund and wan a Bund Storm 2Yooper* 
Be demanded that he be allowed to return to Germany via the firet ehip 
leaving for o neutral port, but wae interned by order of the Attorney 
General at a dangerous individual, (*W*W*WkW*WPj 

A young Gernan alien registered for Selective Service in 
ffew fork told Special Agents of the r&X that he would surrender to 
the eneny at the first opportunity if he were called into military 
service* He further admitted that he had worked in a German labor 
Canp during a trip to the fatherland in 193d and was rejected for 
service in the Gertxan Amy because of an eld eye injury* 

Pictures of ships in the Panama Canal and of the lock 
installations there were found when the alien's premises were searched, 
and he admitted taking then* The camera with which the photographs 
were made also wae found, although all aliens were ordered sometime 
before to turn in cameras and other specified articles, such as 
weapons, expletives, nape and charts*

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Because this alien was considered potentially dangerous 
to the internal security of the United States, he was ordered interned 
by the Attorney General*

m the spring of 1941 a Ceman alien who cane to the Vnited 
States in 1930 was inducted tnto the Amy tn Connecticut and after 
serving several nonths was discharged* She TBI, which had received 
previous information on hi*,, resuned tts investigation, and, although 
he had taken his oath upon entering the Amy and had filed first 
citizenship papers, evidence was developed to substantiate reporte 
that he wae pro-German* Xt was found that he had been a Storm, Trooper * 
in Oernany and that, if he were recalled tnto the Anxy, he would ask 
for non-combatant duty to avoid fighting against his fatherland* 

tThie alien tpas picked up by the TBI while the pall of snake 
etill hung over 2'earl Harbor and wae ordered interned* 



"American boys are afraid to fight and have to be dragged 
tnto the Army* 9 * Statements like this and others t£ outright support 
of the Axie cause were reported nade by an alien couple in the midwest* 
Investigation by the TBI disclosed they were ardent supporters of 
Si tier and his policies in Gernany, andj inasmuch as both were 
considered dangerous individuals, they were interned* 



In October, 1940, the FBI began an investigation of a 
Japanese alien who lived at Seattle, Washington, after he wae seen 
photographing certain installations on the Willanette River in Oregon* 

Because he was known to be connected with Japanese propaganda 
activities and was considered a potential danger to the United States, 
he ii-a* apprehended by the FBI on Lecenber 7, 1941, and was interned* 
later he was repatriated to Japan under an exchange arrangement* 
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Another west coast Japanese who had been in the United States 
more than 35 year* was knoisn by the FBI to have been quite active in 
subtle propaganda activities* Ue was influential among Japanese, 
being one of the most important in his section of Calif ornia* Because 
he was considered a danger to America's security, he was apprehended 
by the FBI on December Q, 1941, and was interned, Be had been under 
investigation for nine months prior to Fearl Harbor* 



A former customs inspector in Japan came to the United States 
about 40 years ago* He was in business on the west coast, but was 
active in pro-Japanese activitieo and for a time was president of a 
group which worked in close cooperation with the Japanese Consulate at 
San Pranoisco in handling problems of Japanese in America* He was 
arrested on December 8, 1941, and was interned* 
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A San Francisco Japanese alien came to the United States in j 

1905 and later became a leader in efforts to keep Japanese in tiie ! 

United States true to the old country • He upheld Japanese aggression ^ 

and veheitently criticised the "revengeful attitude" of America* He at j 

one time was honored for his outstanding service to Japan* This i 

individual *s background was known to the FBI, and he was apprehended j

In addition to 923 apprehensions, as indicated in the above schedule, 
the Bureau has "been advised that Presidential warrants hayeboen requested of 

the /ttomey General in 59 other cases. These recommendations are still 
pending in the Department. 

In connection with, the foregoing tabulation, I desire to point out 
thet the 923 apprehensions co nntitute ^apj^rpximatel j 13 1 ^ '/>_o£_tho total _ of ,J3, Oujt 
German alien apprehensions which j}cye_Jboen .effected to_date in the linited_ 
S teton , This percentage indicates that approximately o ne out of ev ery six 
Germans apprehended has purchased or made application to p urchase Rueck wanderer 
Mark s 2. I n theTma J or 1 ty of these cases, investigation was initiated upon 
determining that the individual had invested or intended to invest in Rueck- 
wanderer Mrrkn. It is to be further noted that the U?6 Rue ck wanderer Mark 
purchasers who h ay e__b q ejCLjl.nterned upon o rder p f_th c_A tt q rney_ Co AQriii._renr6 n o nt 
a ppr oj.

As of the above date, 30 of the 119 persons whose citizenship has 
be en revoked u nder the Denaturalization '^ogram_wero .jpornons who purchneod or 
made application J^ojnjrchaee Rueckwanderor_ Marks . This number indicates that 
slightly over one out of every four persons who has been denaturalized invented 
in Ruoc):wandorer Marks with the intention of returning to Germajny. The above 
nuritfor constitutes approximately 25.2$ of the total number of porsons who have 
been denaturalized. 

I also deolro to point out that approximately h~$*> Puockwandoror 
purchasers were f ound_ at the t i me of i nvo n 1 1 ge tl on to be oanloyod. in plants 
on'V:/7ITii in the iwuiuf picture of oancnt'al war materials. The ro porta covering 
tlio ~rVaultiT of these investigations hi.vo boon furnished to the off icon of tho 
Military Intelligence Service nnd 1,'ovul Intelligence, and 1 nf orj.vi ti on has been 
received from those agencion that on the basis of the Bureau's ronorto end

subsequent investigation by either G-2 or ONI approximately ho of this 
number have been ordered discharged from their employment "by either the 
Secretory of Var or Favy. Mrny of the other employees have either "been 
transferred to other departments in unrQotrictod areas vithin the plant 
or ore under close observation "by plant officials or trusted employees.

The Department of JUetice today announced that Special 
Agents of the FBI have apprehended 923 alien eneuies a* the result 
of investigations originating froa a check on/ purchasers of/xueck- 
uanderer Ifarke* ' 

%T» Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, said some of the most dangerous Germans in the United States 
first cane to the attention of the TBI because their names appeared 
on the list of Xucokioan&e-rer JterX buyers. 

Of those apprehended, 426 were interned, 300 vere paroled, 
72 v?ere released, and final disposition ts awaited in 125 cases* In 
all instances, those arrested are carried before Alien Enemy Hearing 
Boards izhich mafr* a recommendation on disposition to the Attorney 
General of the United States, v>ho givos the final decision. 

At&ong the eight* Zerzan saboteurs who cane to the United 
States by submarine in June, 1942, were two usho had bought Ilueck&anderer

5) Another clause prohibits mentioning of "sabotage" except 
upon appropriate authority. This clause will be strengthened. 

6) In connection with the production clause, there is a 
proviso that raw materials cannot be mentioned. He stated they desire 
to relax this somewhat and ask3d if we had any views on it. I told 
hin this, again, was a problem for the military authorities but that 
generally speaking, from t^e espionage standpoint, there h?.d not been as 
much interest in raw materials as in production figures. 

7) A new clause in the new code will pronibit any reference 
to new and secret military weapons, loc< uion of plants producting these 
weapons, etc* Tiiis is aimed primarily at manufacturers wac like to 
state their plant is making secret war weapons. Tnis, of cour-e, has 

no general bearing upon tne Bureau. 

In addition, fcr. inlander asked if we ti£xc\ any special obser- 
vations, problems, or knowledge of any loopholes in t^e current code 
wnich we would like to have strengthened, that if we did, to let nlm 
know. I told hin I would call him and advise one way or the other, no 

later than tomorrow. 
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Ir. t Election w^th espionage genera , he told me that 
Censorship knew espionage was belnr handled in en excellent manner 
-and he wondered, Just ior his owr. infornLti.cn, whether much informa- 
tion was getting out of the country, 7 tola nim tne best answer to 
that was unti has actually happened, such as how the African Evasion 
took the Gernans completely by surprise, and how we had pi-t many new 
military weapons in the field w.iich had taken then by surprise.

Of this number 3,771 are now interned, 4,113 have been paroled, 
and 1,444 released outright after hearings before local Alien Enemy 
Hearing Boards, The remainder were released after preliminary hearings 
before United States Attorneys.

In connection vith the foregoing tabulation, I desire to point out that 
the 977 apprehensions constitute approximately 15«9^ of the total of 6>13^ German 
a lien_ apprehensions which have "been effected to date in the United States, This 
percentage indicates that approximately one out of every six Germans apprehended 
has purchased or. made application to purchase Rueckvandorer Marks. In the minority 
of cases, investigation was initiated upon determining that the individual had 
invested or intended to invest in Rueckvanderer Marks, It is to be further noted 
that the Uj57_Rueck wanderer Mark purchasers who hsve been interned upon order of the 
Attorney^ General. .represent ap pr ox i ma tely_?^.l4 of the total of 1,609 German aliens 
who have been interned as of December^ 20j_joli3» 

As of the above date, 32 of the 131 persons whose citizenship has boon 
re vo ked under^the Denaturalization Program were persons who purchased or made 
application to purchase Ruechr ^nderer Msrks, This number indicates that^anproxi- 
matc*l y~on c "out of every four persons who has boon denaturalized invested in Rueck- 
wenderer Msrks with the intention oC returning; to Germany, The above number 
constitutes approximately Pk.U't} of the total number of persons who have been 
denature lj zed. 



I also desire to point out that approximately 333 Rueckvmndercr Mark 
purchasers were found at the time of investigation to be employed in plants engngod 
in the manufacture of essential war materials. The reports covering the ronulte 
of these investigations have been furnished to the offices of the Military Intel- 
llgence Service, cut' I'rval Intelligence, and information has boon received from thoao 
agencies that, on tho b".sie of the Bureau's re Jjortn and oubcequont investigation

In addition to 100k apprehensions, as indicated, in the a^bove schedule, 
the Burosu hes-boen advised that Pre Mdcntiel^yarr ants Jiave been ..re dues tod of the 
Attorney General in 19 other ceeee. These recommendations aro still pending in 
the Department, 



In connection vith the foregoing tabulation, I desire to point out that 
the 100U apprehensions constitute approximately 15 »7$ of the total of 6h0h German 
alien apprehensions vhich have been effected to date in the United States. This 
percentage Indicates that approximately one out of every six Germans apprehended 
has purchased or made application to purchase Rueckvonderer Marks, In tho majority 
of cases, investigation vas initiated upon determining that the individual had 
invested or intended to invest in Rue ck wanderer Marks. It is to be further noted 
thet the hk2 Rueckvanderar Mark purchasers vho have been interned upon ordor of tho 
Attorney General represent approximately 2U . 6$ of the total of 1/fQp Gonam oliona 
vho have been interned_es of March 3> loMi . 

As of tho above date, 35 of the 1^8 persons vhose citizenship has beon 
revoked under the Denaturalization Program wore persons vho purchssed or made 
application to purchase Rued- wanderer R M rks, Thin number indicates that approxi- 
mately one out of ovary four poraono vho has been denaturalized invested in Ruock- 
vanderer Mnrko vith tho intention of returning to Germany. The above number 
constitutes approximately 2^,1'p of the total number of persons vho havo been 
denaturalized^ 

I also desire to point out that approximately 5**7 Ruockvenderor Mark 
purchasers vere found at the time of investigation to bo employed In n Inn to engaged 
in Urn manufacture of essential var materials. 'Hp reports covering the results 
of those investigations have boon furnished to th<| offices of the Military Intel- 
ligence Service and Naval Intelligence, and Information haa boon received from therm 
n gene ton that, on the basis oT the Bureau 1 b reports and rubooqxiont investigation

Although the question of future internments of dangerous Italian aliens 
has not be»n directly raised, 1 do not believe that Italians presently interned 
should bo reloased, except upon the facts of an individual case, unless it is 
clearly apparent that it is now safe to announce publicly that in the future no 
Italian alioi vili be ordered, interned. I do not X'oel that the time ior suoh 
action hne arrived.

This situation presents a 
good occasion to review the whole question of keeping these Italians 
interned as alien enemies, 

Italian seamen . - Host of tho seaaen are here involuntarily, 
have no ties here, and any allegiance is to Italy althoush, of course, 
at present such allegiance is a confused political natter. It ia 
doubtful that thoy have any oi'firnativo political views about Italy 
now* liost of tho3e seamon wero taken from their ships in cur harbors 
and detained in Immigration custody even before wo entered the war* I 
reconvene: that, with the exception of a few unreconstructed Fascists 
and old and infina who should be held as alien encodes for repatriation, 
the remaining seamen be transferred back to Israigration custody as 
ecor>cn who have overstayed their leave so that they may be handled like 
other seamen and if possible be persuaded to reship. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that the Immigration Service will avoid involuntary reshipsaent 
both in the interest of security and in respect tor a seaman's genuine 
fear of reprisals against any raenbers of his family in Korthern Italy, 
or similar reason*.

Tou will recall that in my memorandum of August £, 19li6, I strongly 
recommended that appropriate legislation to correct the lack of statutory back- 
ing for the detention of persons dangerous to the security of the United States 
be prepared for submission either to a special session of Congress, which might 
be called in the event of such emergency, or to the regular session which con- 
vened in January 1°1j7. Since that time, not only has the international 
situation become more tense, but the Communists in the United States have in- 
creased their efforts to penetrate those fields of our industry, i.e., machine 
building, transportation and electrical equipment, where acts of sabotage 
would be most dangerous to our defense. I again urge that appropriate legis- 
lation be in readiness, at least, for the next session of Congress. Should 
hostilities commence with a "sneak attack" against the United States by either 
atomic or bacteriological weapons, Congressional enactment of such a program 
might thereafter be physically impossible, or, at least, too late. 

I feel, as I am sure you do, that neither the Department nor the 
Bureau oan afford to delay in such planning as this any longer. Consequently, 
I urge you to give this problem your immediate consideration. I particularly 
urge you to consider the issuance of definite and specific instructions as to 
procedure which shall be followed in the event of an emergency involving the 
United States and the Soviet Union, and that those individuals responsible for 
the carrying out of such procedure be appropriately instructed without delay.

There are attached excerpts concerning the above- 
captioned case taken from "The FBI Story, A Report to the People," 

by Don Whitehead published by Random House, 1956. These excerpts 

are from page(s) 188,189,342,343 of the book. 

The full text of the book may be found in the FBI Library, 
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Such was the case in the decision to move some 120,000 Japanese- 
Americans from their homes and farms on the West Coast to relocation 
/centers. It was a tragic upheaval which Hoover looked upon a* a mix- 
/ ture of politics and hysteria and not as an. urgent measure of national 
' defense. 

The FBI Director first heard of die evacuation proposal when he 
was called to the office of Secretary of the Treasury Morgcnthau on 
the evening ol December 10 for a talk with the Secretary and two 
other Treasury officials. A memorandum of the meeting written by 
Hoover to Attorney General Biddle tells the basic story: 

. . , The Secretary stated that he had been in communication with his 
representatives in San Francisco and as a result had ascertained that the 
task which they were carrying on [freezing Japanese assets and businesses] 
was an enormous one and that he believed more drastic measures should 
be taken in order to adequately cover and complete it. The Secretary then 
put in a call to Mr. X, one of his representatives in San Francisco, and 
this conversation was heard by all in the Secretary's office ... It was the 
opinion of Mr. X that there should be a round-up of the Japanese in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and in the bay cities of San Francisco, as well as 
in certain sections of the San Joaquin Valley . . . The Secretary inquired 
of me as to whether this could be done . . . 

I suggested to Secretary Morgcnthau that he call you by phone. I told 
the Secretary that I felt that you would be reluctant to approve any such 
program unless there were sufficient facts upon which to justify thej 

cases of the persons arrested, as I believed you would be opposed to any^ 
"drag-net" or "round-up" procedure. I pointed out to the Secretary that'

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in the arrests which had already been made of the Japanese, German, 
and Italian alien enemies, factual cases had had to be prepared on each t 
one of them prior to iheir arrests and that these had to be approved by v, 
the Attorney General, and that of course citizens of the Untied States \ 
were not being included in any arrests as the authority lo make arrests « 
was limited lo alien enemies and unless there were specific actions upon 
which criminal complaints could be filed, you had not approved the ar- 
resting of any citizens of the United States. 

The Secretary then called you . . . and you were in accord that the 
matter should be further considered and that certainly no action should 
be taken last night of the character recommended by the Treasury Agents 
in San Francisco . . . 

But the snowball had started. With the hysteria there were the cold 
calculations of men who wanted the Japanese moved for economic 
reasons and because of racial prejudices. The decisions for the move- 
ment were made in the upper reaches of the Administration, And so it 
was that tens of thousands of loyal Japanese-American citizens made 
the sad journey from their homes after a directive was issued giving 
the Army authority for the roundup. 

Hoover put his finger on the real reason for the evacuation when he 
told Biddle in a memorandum; 

The necessity for mass evacuation is based primarily upon public and 
political pressure rather than on factual data. Public hysteria and, in some 
instances, the comments of the press, and radio announcers, have resulted

Olson and Earl Warren, Attorney General of the State, and on the mili- 
tary authorities. It is interesting to observe that little mention has been 
made of the mass evacuation of enemy aliens. 

This was a case in which the FBI, after many months of investiga- 
tion, had tagged and arrested 733 Japanese aliens in ail parts of the 
nation by 6:30 a.m., on December 8. Those were the Japanese con- 
sidered by the FBI r _. be dnngcrous to the nation's security. The evacu- 
ation swept up some 120,000 people of Japanese ancestry — the great

Dispositions were unresolved in 42 of the cases. The Japanese aliens ar-^ 
rested totaled 5,428. Of these, 1,532 were interned; 2,423 were paroled; 955 
were released; 415 were repatriated; and 88 died. In 15 of these cases the 
dispositions were unresolved. The number of Italian aliens arrested was 
3,567. Of this number, 367 were interned; 861 were paroled; 2,23? were re- 
leased; 87 were repatriated; and 14 died. There was one case in which the 
disposition was unresolved. These figures include 802 German seamen and 
1,271 Italian seamen who were apprehended before the United States en- 
tered the war. In addition, 24 Hungarian, Bulgarian and Rumanian alien 
enemies were apprehended, Of these, 8 were paroled and 15 were released. I 
The disposition in one case was unresolved. / 

There were 25,881 searches of enemy-alien premises, where 3,127 short-| 
wave radios; 2,240 sticks of dynamite; 4,626 firearms; 306,247 rounds oi* 
ammunition; and other items of contraband were seized.

Mrs. Dorothy Gersak, code 13, extension 23262, Archivist, Records 
Appraisal Division, National Archives, telephonically inquired if we were in 
possession of or aware of the location of any group or blocks of records 
belonging to Japanese who were arrested at the outbreak of World War n. 
She is attempting to develop this information in order to answer an inquiry 
from the Archivist at the University of Washington who, in researching the 
history of the seizure of Japanese in the northwest area of this country at the 
outbreak of World War II, has been, on occasion, informed that collateral 
records taken at the time of the arrests were in the custody of the FBI. 

I informed Mrs. Gersak that I was not familiar with any general^ 
category of records such as she outlined, but, of course, this should not-be , 
confused with the fact that we have security files on various individuals - 
including Japanese as well as other nationalities. Also that while the Bureau 
handled the apprehension of Japanese as well as Germans at the outbreak of * 
World War II, they were immediately turned over to other authorities along ; ■ 
with any evidence to be used in determining detention or release. . She was / 
also advised that this Bureau would be glad to consider any specific request 
for information on individuals or groups, but that sufficient identifying data 
necessarily would have to be furnished in order to intelligently consider and 
pass upon the request.
